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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the claimed folding 
cylinder as supported by the remarks filed on the brief 12/10/2004. 

As to claim 1, no prior art was found to show or suggest a folding cylinder comprising an 
expansion segment being movable so as to be non-evenly depressible over a width of the 
expansion segment in the claim environment (Fig. 3, via by using springs 61-63) to prevent 
damage to the device in case of paper jam. 

As to claim 14, no prior art was found to show or suggest a folding cylinder comprising a 
foam piece with a friction-reducing surface in a space between the expansion segment and one of 
the gear side and/or work side supports in the claim environment (Fig. 3; via foam piece 70 
and/or 71). 

As to claim 18, no prior art was found to show or suggest a folding cylinder comprising a 
first foam piece with a friction reducing surface in a space between the expansion segment and 
the gear side support (Fig. 3; via foam 71) and a second foam piece with a friction reducing 
surface in a space between the expansion segment and the work side support (Fig. 3; via foam 
70).
